INTRODUCTION 

The  Southern  Rio  Grande  Planning  Area  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  was 
published  in  February  1982.   The  first  update  of  that  document  was  publishe'd 
in  January  1983.   The  second  annual  update  was  published  in  January  1984  and 
the  third  in  February  1985.   This  report  is  the  fourth  annual  update  of  the 
RPS  and  summarizes  the  events  which  have  taken  place  in  Fiscal  Year  1985. 
This  RPS  update  is  confined  to  allotments  in  Dona  Ana  County  and  portions  of 
Luna  County. 

CATEGORIZATION 

Prior  to  completing  the  RPS  in  1982,  each  allotment  was  placed  in  one  of  three 
management  categories  depending  on  the  resource  condition  of  the  allotment- 
Maintain  ("M"),  Improve  ("I"),  and  Custodial  ("C").   The  criteria  used  to 
determine  these  categories  were  presented  in  the  first  annual  update. 

Since  the  February  1985  update,  the  management  category  of  two  allotments  was 
changed.  Allotment  No.  3011  was  changed  from  "I"  to  "C"  due  to  the  steepness 
of  slopes  and  proximity  to  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  in  which  brush  control  would 
be  prohibitive  because  of  the  high  risk  factor  associated  with  chemical  runoff 
to  the  irrigated  crops  in  the  valley.  The  allotment  also  has  an  extensive 
poisonous  weed  (Loco  weed)  problem,  which  contributes  to  a  consistently  light 
utilization  of  the  major  forage  species  each  year. 

Allotment  No.  3019  was  changed  from  "I"  to  "M"  because  the  allotment  contains 
a  relatively  small  percentage  of  public  land.   It  was  recommended  that 
rangeland  studies  be  discontinued  on  these  allotments. 

Allotment  No.  1084  was  changed  to  3069  to  be  consistent  with  the  3000 
numbering  system  reflective  of  the  planning  unit  (Las  Uvas). 

DECISIONS 

A  first-year  decision  was  issued  on  one  Category  "I"  allotment  in  Fiscal  Year 
1985:   Allotment  No.  3009.   This  decision  initiated  the  implementation  of 
rangeland  studies  for  the  5-year  monitoring  period. 

A  third  year  decision  was  scheduled  for  issuance  on  Allotment  No.  3068,  but  it 
was  withheld  due  to  an  allotment  field  tour  (November  14,  1984),  which 
involved  the  New  Mexico  Range  Improvement  Task  Force  and  range  personnel  from 
the  Jornada  Experimental  Range.   A  grazing  agreement  with  the  permittee  is 
being  formulated  at  the  present  time. 

Allotment  No.  3046  was  affected  as  a  result  of  the  Navajo-Hopi  Indian 
fn^of1011  Amendn)ent  Act-Exchange  (MM  58259),  which  resulted  in  an  exchange  of 
10,032  acres  of  public  land  into  private  ownership.   Remaining  acreages  in  the 
allotment  include  351  acres  of  public  land;  155  acres  privately-owned;  and  310 
acres  of  State  land.   Carrying  capacity  also  changed  due  to  the  loss  of  public 
land  status.   The  allotment  presently  has  48  animal  unit  months  (AUMs)  billed 
at  75  percent  public  land.   Due  to  the  small  amount  of  public  land  remaining, 
this  allotment  will  be  changed  from  a  Category  "I"  to  a  Category  ,,C" 


Table  1  shows  the  Category  "I"  allotment  summary  for  the  Southern  Rio  Grande 
Planning  Area.   This  table  outlines  the  monitoring  program  and  decisions 
currently  being  followed. 

Decisions  or  letters  were  not  issued  on  allotments  with  Allotment  Management 
Plans  (AMPs)  during  Fiscal  Year  1985.   AMP  allotments  will  be  evaluated  and 
revised,  if  needed,  prior  to  any  decisions. 

RANGELAND  IMPROVEMENTS 

Tables  2  and  3  show  the  status  of  rangeland  projects  in  the  Planning  Area  for 
Fiscal  Years  1985  and  1986.   Funds  totaling  $32,840  were  obligated  In  Fiscal 
Year  1985  for  rangeland  improvements  in  the  Southern  Rio  Grande  Planning  Area. 

MONITORING 

During  Fiscal  Year  1985,  utilization  studies  were  conducted  on  32  allotments. 
Allotments  3011  and  3019  were  dropped  from  Category  "I".  Allotment  3062  as 
mentioned  in  the  1984  RPS  Update,  continues  to  go  unmonltored  because  of  the 
very  light  use  being  made  of  public  land  in  the  allotment.  There  are  15  177 
acres  of  public  land,  45  acres  of  private  land,  and  885  acres  of  State  land- 
however,  the  permittee  runs  only  half  of  his  authorized  numbers.  Therefore' 
it  is  a  low  priority  Category  "I"  allotment. 

MULTIPLE-USE  MANAGEMENT 

Wildlife  monitoring  studies  were  conducted  on  Allotment  Numbers  3013,  3064, 
5003,  and  5013.   These  studies  included  browse  utilization  transects' 
pace-point  transects  to  monitor  changes  in  vegetative  composition,  avian 
transects,  riparian  stand  analysis,  and  trend  photographs. 

A  wildlife  improvement  was  made  in  Allotment  No.  3064  in  which  a  spring  was 
fenced  and  water  was  piped  to  a  livestock  trough.

INTRODUCTION 

The  Las  Cruces/Lordsburg  Planning  Area  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  first 
annual  update  was  published  in  February  1985.   This  report  is  the  second 
annual  update  to  the  1985  document  and  summarizes  the  events  which  have  taken 
Place  since  the  February  1985  publication.   This  report  also  sets  out  what  is 
planned  for  rangeland  improvement  projects  for  Fiscal  Year  1986,  and  the 
status  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1985  rangeland  improvement  projects. 

CATEGORIZATION 

There  were  no  allotment  categorization  changes  in  the  Las  Cruces/Lordsburg 
Planning  Area  for  Fiscal  Year  1985.  g 

DECISIONS  AND  MONITORING 

Table  3  (located  at  the  end  of  this  report)  shows  the  Category  "I"  allotment 
summary  for  the  Las  Cruces/Lordsburg  Planning  Area.   This  table  shows  the 
allotments  where  monitoring  studies  have  been  initiated  and  decisions  have 
been  issued.  The  remaining  decisions  will  be  issued  and  studies  initiated  as 
time  and  funding  permit.   Utilization  patterns  for  1984-1985  showed  light  to 
moderate  use.   Precipitation  for  1984-1985  was  well  above  the  average  annual 
precipitation. 

RANGELAND  IMPROVEMENTS 

Funds  totalling  $103,725  were  obligated  in  Fiscal  Year  1986  for  rangeland 
improvements  in  the  Las  Cruces/Lordsburg  Planning  Area.   See  Table  1  for 
proposed  rangeland  improvements  for  Fiscal  Year  1986.   The  status  of  the 
rangeland  improvement  projects  for  Fiscal  Year  1985  for  the  Las  Cruces/ 
Lordsburg  Planning  Area  is  shown  in  Table  2. 

MULTIPLE-USE  MANAGEMENT 

!^!ife  monltorin8  studies  were  conducted  on  four  Habitat  Management  Plans 
(HMP)  areas.   These  areas  are  the  Floridas,  San  Simon  Cienega,  Big 

rNn^n^T  kT°S'  3nd  the  Pel°ncIll0S-   In  "Mition,  the  Caprock  Allotment 
(No.  1078)  is  being  monitored  because  it  has  riparian  habitat.   Studies  on 
these  areas  include  browse  utilization  transects,  big  game  surveys,  avian 
transects,  fecal  analysis,  trend  photographs  and  pace  point  transects  to 
measure  changes  in  vegetative  composition,  and  riparian  stand  analysis. 

Wildlife  waters  were  maintained  in  the  Floridas,  Big  Hatchets,  and  Peloncillo 
areas.   Most  of  these  waters  are  inverted  umbrella  catchments.   In  addition 
three  new  catchment  units  were  installed  in  the  Alamo-Huecos  and  Little 
Hatchets  for  desert  bighorn  sheep.   This  work  was  accomplished  using  wildlife 
funds  with  much  of  the  labor  being  done  by  volunteers. 

A  rock  and  cement  dam  was  constructed  in  the  Central  Peloncillo  Research 
Natural  Area,  which  will  provide  yearlong  water  for  wildlife.   The  BLM  bought 
the  supplies  and  the  cooperator  provided  labor  for  this  project
